Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: 20 on page 5, line 
19. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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2. Claims 1- 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Tsuji 
(6,798,702). 

Regarding to claim 1, Tsuji discloses a semiconductor memory device comprising: a 
switching circuit (12, 22, 512) having a first switching state and a second switching state (0, 1); a 
first data path (Figs. 2,3, 6, 8, 10-11, 13-14) associated with a first memory portion of a DRAM 
integrated circuit; a second data path (Figs. 2,3, 6, 8, 10-11, 13-14) associated with a second 
memory portion of the DRAM; a plurality of read-write data lines (DBRA/B<i>, DBWA/B<i>) 
of the DRAM integrated circuit, wherein the first data path is in communication with the 
plurality of read-write lines when the switching in the first switching state, and wherein the 
second data path is in communication with the plurality of read-write data lines when the 
switching is in the second switching state. 

With regard to claims 2-4, Tsuji further discloses wherein the switching comprises a 
first/second plurality of transmission gates (30, 32, 40, 42, 44, 46) between the first/second data 
path and the plurality of read-write data lines, wherein the first plurality of transmission gates 
conduct in the first switching state and do not conduct in the second switching state, and wherein 
the second plurality of transmission gates conduct in the second switching state and do conduct 
in the first switching state. The first plurality of transmission gates conduct/do not conduct and 
the second plurality of transmission gates do not conduct/conduct in response to an enable 
(output of 26)/inverses of the enable signal (output of 38). See Figs. 2,3, 6, 8, 10-11, and 13-14; 
Cols. 5-6, 8-10. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 5-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record fails to teach the system as noted above and further comprise first/second 
plurality of master data lines associated with the first/second memory portion of the DRAM 
integrated circuit. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
